Grant Kippen, a Canadian 
as well as the man who 
chaired the commission

The commission has re¬ 
ceived more than 2,000 
complaints from all of the 
candidates in the Aug. 20 
vote.

forward. “The ones that we 
have given top priority — 
some 613 complaints — are 
the ones we’re focusing on 
at the moment,” Kippen 
said yesterday in a tele¬ 
phone interview with The 
Canadian Press.

The temperature of the 
political rhetoric surround¬ 
ing the vote has been rising, 
akin to the 40-degree heat 
scorching the country’s 
southern region this week. 

Haji Ahsan, a provincial 
council member from Kan¬ 


dahar, for example, is not 
mincing his words. 

“I can say that it was all 
fraud and it wasn’t done by 
one or two persons, it was 
done by everybody who was 
part of the election,” he 
said. 

“This kind of government 
loses the trust of people.” 

Ahsan said figures indicat¬ 
ed there were 10,000 ballots 
cast in the Maywand District 
but in reality the turnout 
was only a fraction of that. 

There have been com¬ 
plaints throughout 

Afghanistan but the lion’s 
share comes from the south, 
where the Taliban still has a 
strong hold on the public 
psyche and voting was 
strongly discouraged by the 
insurgents.

California fire doubles in size

wildfire A massive fire in 
the Los Angeles area nearly 
doubled in size overnight, 
threatening 12,000 homes 
yesterday in a 32-kilometre- 
long swath of flame and 
smoke and surging toward 
a mountaintop broadcast¬ 
ing complex and historic 
observatory. 

At least 6,600 homes were 
under mandatory evacua¬ 
tion orders and more than 
2,500 firefighters were bat¬ 
tling the flames. On the 
blaze’s northwestern front, 
two firefighters were killed 
Sunday when their truck 
drove off the side of a road. 

The fire was the largest of 
at least eight burning up 
and down California after 
days of high temperatures 
and low humidity. 

The Los Angeles-area 
blaze had burned at least 21 
homes and was moving 
north, south and east 
through the foothills north¬ 
east of the city. 

“It’s burning every¬ 
where,” U.S. Forest Service 
spokeswoman Dianne 
Cahir said. “When it gets in¬ 
to canyons that haven’t 
burned in numerous years, 
it takes off. If you have any

The fire had burned 347

More than 20 helicopters 
and air tankers were 
preparing to dump water 
and retardant over the 
flames. Two Canadian Su¬ 
per Scoopers, giant craft 
that can pull thousands of 
litres of water from lakes 
and reservoirs, were expect¬ 
ed to join the fight later on. 

California Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger on 
Monday issued emergency 
declarations for the coun¬ 
ties of Placer, Monterey, Los 
Angeles and Mariposa.

Transport minister urges caution on economy 


Politicians and economists 
are warning of tough 
times continuing despite 
data released Monday 
that signal Canada’s short 
and sharp recession ended 
in June and the current 
summer quarter will pro¬ 
duce the first quarterly 
growth since last fall. 

June’s 0.1 per cent out¬ 
put gain was lower than 
consensus expectations, 
and other indicators sug¬ 
gest the economy is still 
not poised for the kind of 
bounce-back that would 
set champagne corks pop- 


Merrill Lynch chief 
economist Sheryl 
King said the rebound could 
actually hit three per cent in 
the third quarter, far higher 
than Bank of Canada’s call 
for a 1.3 per cent advance. 

ping, analysts noted. 

More worrisome, several 
economists said a double¬ 
dip slump was still a possi¬ 
bility for next year once ex¬ 
traordinary U.S. govern¬ 
ment spending peters out. 

For Transport Minister 
John Baird, any sign of 
growth was welcomed, but 


he, too, cautioned that the 
recovery remains “tenta¬ 
tive and fragile.” 

“This is and will contin¬ 
ue to be a difficult year for 
the Canadian and global 
economy ... we are not out 
of the woods yet,” Baird 
told reporters in Ottawa. 

Technically, a recession 
is defined as two succes¬ 
sive quarters of economic 
shrinkage. 

Canada’s economy be¬ 
gan contracting in the 
2008 fourth quarter and 
continued the stagnation.

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Lessons from Einstein

A lbert Einstein de¬ 
tested rote learn¬ 
ing. Students re¬ 
turning to school 
next week might 
be encouraged to know that 
the renowned physicist who 
unlocked mysteries of the 
universe was no genius in 
the classroom. 

At 15 he was ushered out 
of one school owing to 
undistinguished perform¬ 
ance and impudence. Later, 
at Zurich Polytechnic, he 
flunked a course in physics, 
of all things, scoring the 
lowest grade possible. He 
graduated, but near the bot¬ 
tom of his class. 

The reason for Einstein’s 
early scholastic mediocrity 
was that teachers — as 
many still do today — re¬ 



warded regurgitation as op¬ 
posed to imagination. His 
strength was the latter. In 
his engaging biography of 
Einstein, Walter Isaacson 
shows how his contrarian, 
independent nature made 
his breathtaking discoveries 
possible. He was always re¬ 
sisting conventional wis¬ 
dom and always standing 
up against what was known 
in German as zwang. It 
means compulsion, coer¬ 
cion, having to sub¬ 
mit. 

For Einstein’s 
liking, too many 
mechanically 
obedient au¬ 
tomatons walked 
the halls. In their rush 
to conform they 
left their brains 
behind. Con¬ 
formists were 
losers. Their 
“foolish faith” 
in authority 
was “the 
worst 
of truth.” 

Today’s 
teachers, es¬ 


pecially if they’re the en¬ 
forcer types (we’ll call them 
zwangers), might not like 
Einstein’s pedagogical theo¬ 
ries making the rounds. No 
telling what a rash of inde¬ 
pendent thinking might do. 

In Einstein’s day, zwang 
held sway at the student 
and the political level 
(Nazis). He left Europe for 
the freedom of Princeton 
University, a freedom that 
was interrupted by Mc- 
Carthyism. His non-con¬ 
formist passions, the key 
behind his theory of rela¬ 
tivity, extended to poli- 
l/f tics in his continuing 
campaigns against na¬ 
tionalism and in his pro¬ 
motion of paci¬ 
fism. 

His exam¬ 
ple, as Isaac¬ 
son points 
out, is vital 
today. Con¬ 
formists in 
the centres 
of learning, 
conformists 
in politics, 
are still 


dominant. We see how pres¬ 
sures accumulate on Barack 
Obama to water down his 
promise of universal health 
care and other planks in his 
change agenda. We see how 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff, a creative, independ¬ 
ent thinker, has been muted 
by pressures to conform and 
is criticized for spending too 
much time learning abroad. 

In too many disciplines, 
today’s leaders are consen¬ 
sus seekers as opposed to 
consensus changers. The 
key in schools, in politics, is 
to foster an environment 
that is creative. “I have no 
special talent,” Einstein 
once said. “I am only pas¬ 
sionately curious.” 

Let the mind roam, he ad¬ 
vised and keep it roaming. 
Indolence, he told his un¬ 
employed son, is a killer. 
“Life is like riding a bicycle,” 
he said. “To keep your bal¬ 
ance you must keep mov¬ 
ing.”

Bankruptcies are up, to be¬ 
gin with. There is no doubt 
whatever about that. 

The researchers at Statis¬ 
tics Canada must have felt 
positively Dickensian 
when they reported there 
were 14,148 bankruptcies 
either declared or proposed 
in June, 51 per cent more 
than in June 2008. For the 
12 months ending with 
June, bankruptcies were up 
nearly 29 per cent to 
143,883. That’s a lot of fi¬ 
nancial misery, and about 
what you would expect 
during a severe recession. 


The trouble is, those big 
numbers don’t mean much 
unless you break them 
down. And when you do, 
they tell a more optimistic 
story of what’s happening 
in this country. 

It turns out that almost 
96 per cent of those June 
bankruptcies were person¬ 
al while fewer than four 
per cent were business. 
Over the previous year, it 
was the same story: 95 per 
cent of bankruptcies were 
personal; the rest were 
businesses. 

In fact, business bank¬ 
ruptcies in Canada have 
been in a long-term de¬ 
cline: Since 1990, the annu¬ 
al total of business failures 
has dropped 47 per cent, 
and since 2000, the falloff 
is 39 per cent. There are a 
number of reasons for this. 

A Compas poll of busi¬ 
ness leaders in May report¬ 


ed that most of those sur¬ 
veyed thought the Canadi¬ 
an economy was inherent¬ 
ly more stable than the U.S. 
economy and that we enjoy 
a strong, well-regulated fi¬ 
nancial system. Yes, there 
were valid complaints in 
the early stages of the re¬ 
cession that our banks 
were clamping down on 
credit. But unlike U.S. 
banks that went all-in with 
subprime lending, Canadi¬ 
an banks at least had mon¬ 
ey left to lend, which has 
begun to flow again. 

It also helps that Canadi¬ 
an companies have been 
gradually weaning them¬ 
selves off excessive reliance 
on the U.S. market. Admit¬ 
tedly, Canadian exporters 
still send two-thirds of all 
shipments to the U.S., but 
only six years ago it was 
closer to three-quarters. 

And it isn’t just Canadian 


banks that are cautious. 
Most companies tend to be 
fairly conservative, keep¬ 
ing their balance sheets rel¬ 
atively unencumbered by 
too much debt. They are al¬ 
so careful to develop strong 
positions in both domestic 
and export markets. Com¬ 
panies are getting better at 
workouts, doing restructur¬ 
ings with creditors to keep 
themselves going. They’re 
also good at taking action 
when times get tough. As 
ugly as it sometimes 
seems, they know how to 
cut costs and, unfortunate¬ 
ly, jobs, but it keeps them 
alive to grow another day. 

In the real world, it’s the 
Bob Cratchits who usually 
go under. Scrooges seldom 
do.

Even with 
today’s swipe 
systems, mis¬ 
takes are 
made, particu¬ 
larly with sale prices and 
deals such as two-for-one 
or buy one get the second 
at 50 per cent off. A couple 
of months ago I took ad¬ 
vantage of a clothing sale. 
The cashier missed one of 
the discounts when she en¬ 
tered them manually. The 
difference was $14, not 
chump change. 

You should be especially 
vigilant in grocery stores 
or anywhere you might 
purchase multiple items. I 
dislike the trend to bag 
your own and swipe your 
own purchases at check-

outs because it is 
difficult to 
monitor 
prices at the 
same time.

Why are there 
not other alternatives for 
families that are hurt by 
the recession?

0 Contrary to belief, 
banks do not pro¬ 
vide loans based on 


need but the ability of the 
individual to repay. In 
these tumultuous times, fi¬ 
nancial institutions must 
be prudent with lending. 
We have seen how lax 
lending practices have dev¬ 
astated the U.S. economy. 
Definitely not a practice 
Canadians want to copy. 

Payday loans are lenders 
of last resort. These loans 
should not even be in your 
list of lenders that money 
can be obtained. Unfortu¬ 
nately, more than two mil¬ 
lion Canadians disagree 
and use the services of pay¬ 
day loans. It’s a travesty 
that there are not alterna¬ 
tives that educate users to 


seek and obtain less costly 
financing. Average income 
of users is between 
$35,000 to $41,000. 

Exhaust these methods 
to obtain your loans: 

• Refinance mortgage — 
some banks offer deferral 
of mortgage payments 

• Line of credit 

• Second mortgage 

• Consolidate loans 

• Other financial institu¬ 
tions beside banks 

• Family, friends, neigh¬ 
bours (swallow some pride) 

• Liquidate assets such as 
furnishings and stocks, etc.

Using a credit card can be a good way to build a good credit history — if you don’t abuse it.

Building and protecting a 
good credit history may 
not be on your course list 
this semester, but it 
should definitely be a part 
of your educational plan. 

Good credit can be cru¬ 
cial not only to buying a 
home or car in the future, 
but also for things like 
renting an apartment, 
starting a cellphone plan 
or getting good rates on 
things like loans or insur¬ 
ance. 

Having and using a cred¬ 
it card can be a good way 
to build a good credit his¬ 
tory but only if you don’t 
abuse the privilege. Build¬ 
ing a strong credit rating 
begins, ironically perhaps, 
with making sure you only 
use money you actually 
have and pay it back when 
asked. 

“The number one thing 
you want to do is pay your 
bills on time,” said David 
Malamed, a forensic ac¬ 
countant at Grant Thorn¬ 
ton. 

Missed payments can ru¬ 
in your rating quickly and 
consistently maxing out 
your cards also lowers your 
scores, so be responsible. 

Getting a free T-shirt or 
coffee mug just for signing 
up for an extra credit card 


might seem like a win-win 
situation, but be waxy of 
annual fees or extremely 
high interest rates, some¬ 
times in the vicinity of 29 
per cent or even higher. 
Read the fine print before 
you sign anything and real¬ 
ly consider how many 
cards you need — after all, 
you really don’t want to be 
charging more to credit 
cards than you can actually 
pay back anyways. If your 
wallet ever gets stolen, 
more cards will mean 
more trouble and more 
risk of fraud for you. 

Once you’ve started 
building your good credit, 
you need to protect it. 
Malamed says fraud is one 
of the most common ways 
good credit can go bad and 
vigilance is often the best 
protection. 

“Religiously check your 
credit card and bank state¬ 
ments and investigate 
them — that’s really your 
first step into avoiding a 
risk of fraud,” Malamed 
said. 

Look for anomalies like 
strange payments for 
things you didn’t buy or 
double-billing on single 
items and speak with your 
credit provider right away 
if you see something un¬ 
usual. 

Never respond to solici¬ 
tations for credit cards 
over the phone as you 


can’t be sure who the per¬ 
son on the other end is. 
The personal information 
you give away could poten¬ 
tially lead to identity theft 
and, in a worst-case sce¬ 
nario, Malamed says a 
scammer could use your 
personal information to 
call up a credit provider, 
pretend to be you, open 


new credit cards under 
your identity and wreak 
havoc upon your credit rat¬ 
ing by racking up debt. 

“It can be an enormous 
headache and a lot of 
hours and stress you didn’t 
ask for to deal with it,” 
Malamed said. 

Malamed recommends 
checking your credit score 


every six months to a year 
to make sure what lenders 
are saying about you 
matches your credit activi¬ 
ties, and to spot potential 
mistakes or fraud. 

Popular credit-report 
service providers include 
Equifax (econsumer.equi 
fax.ca) and TransUnion 
(transunion.ca). 


Manage finances 

Create a financial plan. 

Decide how you will allo¬ 
cate your money among 
books and supplies, food, 
clothing, entertainment 
and other items, set a plan 
and stick to it. 

Make it monthly. A 
monthly financial budget 
plan is a good choice — 
weekly may be too difficult 
to manage and longer peri¬ 
ods than a month could 
cause you to fall too far 
from your plan. 

Keep track. Set up a 
budget sheet, set your plan 
and keep track of every¬ 
thing. 

Time your spending. A 

good approach is to try to 
time your spending — be a 
bit frugal early in your budg¬ 
et period (for example, in 
the first couple of weeks). 
Plan your nights out for lat¬ 
er in the budget period. 

Don’t skimp on nutrition. 
Don't sacrifice good nutri¬ 
tion to save a few dollars. 
You will be better off with 
healthier foods that cost a 
little more. 

Work together. Pot luck 
and co-op dinners with 
friends are a great way to 
save money, try new types 
and styles of foods, and 
take a needed break from 
studies. 

Remember: Budgeting 
isn’t easy. If your plan is 
starting to slip, don't be shy 
— talk to your parents and 
tell them where you stand. 
Catching problems early 
and dealing with them is al¬ 
ways the right thing to do!

I’m just looking to play again’ 




After walking away from Laval, Tristan Jones ready to run for Huskies

A year ago, Tristan Jones 
reported to training camp 
with the powerhouse 
Laval Rouge et Or as the 
nation’s No. 1 recruit at 
running back. He only 
lasted a few days. 

“It just wasn’t right,” 
Jones said. 

The 24-year-old, a record¬ 
setting rusher during his 
days in the Canadian Junior 
Football League, cited aca¬ 
demic hiccups and the lan¬ 
guage barrier for his abrupt 
departure. 

“I made the decision be¬ 
fore I got too far into it that 
this was not what I should 
be doing,” Jones said. 

Laval’s loss was the Saint 
Mary’s Huskies’ gain. Jones 
is three days into camp at 
Huskies Stadium and — al¬ 
though nursing a ham¬ 
string injury — could make 
an instant impact with a 
club that led the country in 
rushing last season. 

Jones got a taste of the 
Saint Mary’s campus last 
fall when visiting his broth¬ 
er Devon, who was an all¬ 
rookie running back selec¬ 
tion last season. Tristan 
committed to the school in 
January and has been prac-

The five-foot-10 225- 
pounder is a potential 
1,000-yard rusher, accord¬ 
ing to head coach Steve 
Sumarah. 

“I’m just looking to play 
again and have some fun,” 
Jones said. 

Devon, whose junior sta¬ 
tistics pale in comparison 


to those of Tristan, was one 
of only two Atlantic Univer¬ 
sity Sport backs to average 
more than 100 yards per 
game. 

The sons of former CFL 
great Milson Jones have 
played together since child¬ 
hood and have comple¬ 
menting styles. 

“He’s more of a bruising 
back and he likes to hit 


people, lower his shoul¬ 
der,” Tristan said. “I’m 
more of a scat-back ... I 
look for open space more 
than running over some¬ 
one.” 

Jones originally commit¬ 
ted to Laval because he 
wanted to win a Vanier Cup. 
After he left, the Rouge et 
Or dominated en route to 
their fourth national cham¬ 


pionship in six years. 

But if you don’t join 
them, beat them, Jones fig¬ 
ures. 

“Until we beat them, 
they’re the best,” he said. 
“But it’s a better fit for me 
here. And we’re looking to 
become the best. We’ve got 
a lot of work to do and 
hopefully we can get 
there.”

NHLPA 
dumps 
its boss 

hockey Once again, the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League Play¬ 
ers’ Association is looking 
for an executive director. 

The NHLPA’s executive 
board yesterday voted

Good security is crucial to 
a safe campus and 
requires a combination of 
traditional and technolog¬ 
ical approaches to make 
places of study safe for 
students. 

At the University of 
British Columbia, the 
growing excitement of the 
upcoming 2010 Olympic 
Winter Games has also 
seen an increase in securi¬ 
ty preparation through 
good old-fashioned boots 
on the ground. UBC has 
grown staffing levels to 
about 100 security staff 
and created a zone-pa¬ 
trolling model where each 
area of the campus is pa¬ 
trolled on foot simultane¬ 
ously, 24 hours per day, 
seven days a week. 

UBC campus security di¬ 
rector Tony Mahon says 
his team is always collect¬ 
ing and analyzing statis¬ 
tics on movements of peo¬ 
ple throughout the school 
and making changes on- 
the-fly. 

“We do an awful lot of

statistical analysis so that 
we are ready to strategi¬ 
cally deploy people in the 
right place at the right 
time,” Mahon said. 

It certainly can’t hurt 
that the RCMP has kept a 
17-person detachment di¬ 
rectly on campus for many 
years at UBC. Still, despite 
the strong in-person pres¬ 
ence of security staff on 
campus, the school hasn’t 
eschewed the power of 
technology, operating a 
digital emergency re¬ 
sponse system that sends 
important alerts instantly 
to students through text 
and voice messaging and 
even through instant mes¬ 
saging. 

At Humber College in 
Ontario, technology is at 
the forefront of security 


with a digital closed-cir¬ 
cuit television monitoring 
system, including more 
than 200 cameras across 
campus, including within 
residences. Combined 
with regular foot patrols, 
the camera system means 
campus security can mon¬ 
itor suspicious activities 
instantly and be on-site in 
less than a minute — not 
bad for a campus that 
spans more than one mil¬ 


lion square feet. 

Most importantly, Gary 
Jeynes, director of Public 
Safety at Humber College, 
says students themselves 
are a crucial part of the 
safety picture. 

“We want our students 
to be our partners and we 
rely on them as partners 
in making campus safe. I 
always say we have 18,000 
pairs of eyes on campus,” 
Jeynes said. 


The school also has 
about 100 large emer¬ 
gency phone stations dot¬ 
ted throughout campus 
equipped with cameras 
and an intercom system 
that can pick up sounds 
clearly from up to 50 feet 
away, letting security staff 
hear exactly what’s hap¬ 
pening during an emer¬ 
gency, even if they can’t 
see it directly. 

Jeynes says most stu¬ 


dents entering higher edu¬ 
cation these days are 
much more knowledge¬ 
able about personal safety 
than previous genera¬ 
tions, so Humber gears 
safety orientations more 
towards educating stu¬ 
dents about how to make 
the most of campus secu¬ 
rity services. 

“The kids coming 
through from high school 
are pretty street smart. 
They’re very bright people 
and my view is very few of 
them do things wrong — 
they might just not know 
how to access important 
resources,” Jeynes said.

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High hopes 
for project

A research project happen¬ 
ing in downtown Halifax 
has high hopes for its 
work. 

“We’re hoping to do 
something really useful 
and really change the way 
people live or improve 
their quality of life,” says 
Robin Muller of NSCAD 
University, one of the lead¬ 
ers of the Architextiles Lab 
(@lab) project. 

The collaborative project 
is also led by Dr. Sarah 
Bonnemaison from Dal- 
housie University. 

The project is halfway 
through its three-year time 
frame developing electron¬ 
ic textiles for architectural 
applications. 

One of the prototypes is 
the “Cricket” massage en¬ 
closure. It’s a tent struc¬ 
ture with an illuminated 
ceiling that changes 
colours as the temperature 
inside the tent changes. 

“I think the idea of an 


environment responding 
to what is inside it is really 
exciting,” says Greg Sims, a 
designer working on the 
project. 

The structure is made 
with a collapsible frame 
and the fabric used comes 
from Spinnaker sails. The 
lighting comes from LEDs 
placed on the fabric. 

When set up, the struc¬ 
ture is 17 feet in length, 11 
feet in width and close to 
seven feet in height. 
Muller figures the set-up 
time for the structure will 
be around 30 minutes. 

Despite its size when as¬ 
sembled, in its broken 


down state it won’t take up 
a lot of space. 

“Our original goal was 
for it to fit in a ski bag,” 
says Muller. 

The Cricket is meant to 
be used at sporting events. 
Muller has a daughter who 
is a sprint kayaker and at 
these events, the athletes 
often get massaged in full 
view of everyone. The 
Cricket provides the priva¬ 
cy needed to be massaged 
and it encourages relax¬ 
ation, says Muller. 

It could be just as easily 
be used in a workplace too. 

“More and more health 
practitioners are going in¬ 


to the workplace and want¬ 
ing people to relax and 
they want to do various 
treatments, but they’re at 
work,” says Muller. 

Another prototype is a 
set of glowing window cur¬ 
tains. The hope is that the 
curtains would absorb so¬ 
lar energy during the day 
and this would allow the 
curtains to light up at 
night. These curtains 
wouldn’t be meant to pro¬ 
vide lighting for a room, 
but rather, they’d provide 
decorative lighting. 

“We’re getting closer to 
solving these power ques¬ 
tions,” says Muller. 


Former deputy minister 
takes on Dalhousie post

Dalhousie University no 
longer needs to go to Ot¬ 
tawa for expert science, 
technology and research 
advice. Iain Stewart has 
stepped down as Industry 
Canada’s associate assis¬ 
tant deputy minister to be¬ 
come the Halifax universi¬ 
ty’s science and innovation 
sector assistant vice-presi¬ 
dent, research. 

Stewart says he’s spent 
the past four years of his 
professional life working to 
increase federal funding for 
university research. “Work¬ 
ing here at Dalhousie pro¬ 
vides the opportunity to 
look through the other end 
of the telescope, apply my 
ideas in a concrete setting, 
and to roll up my sleeves 
and directly support re¬ 
searchers with their ambi¬ 
tions,” he says. “I believe a 
research-intensive universi¬ 
ty like Dalhousie can con¬ 
tribute to the community 
and the economy in gener¬ 
al, and to my home town in 
particular.” 

Stewart admits this is his 


first job in a university set¬ 
ting, though he did work 
as a research assistant at 
Dalhousie’s Centre for For¬ 
eign Policy Studies as a 
graduate student. He did 
his PhD at the University 
of Toronto and started 
working as a policy analyst 
for the federal government 
after graduating in 1994. 

“Since 1999,1 have been 
a manager in the federal 
system, and so my role has 
been organizing staff and 
resources in support of 
their policy research work. 
Since 2004, this has fo¬ 
cused on policy and fund¬ 
ing programs for universi¬ 
ty R&D,” he explains. 

Back in Halifax, Stewart 
says his ambition with his 
new position is to work 
with the university to 
“help support Dalhousie 
researchers increase the 
scale, excellence, applica¬ 
tion and impact of their re¬ 
search in priority areas.” 

He adds that Dalhousie 
is one of Canada’s more re¬ 
search-intensive universi¬ 
ties across a broad range of 
fields, and he wants to 
help build the base and 
deepen research activity.

NSCC 'constantly reinforcing safety’

Campus safety is especially 
important in a trade school 
like the Nova Scotia Com¬ 
munity College, where stu¬ 
dents are training on heavy 
duty — and potentially dan¬ 
gerous — equipment. NSCC 
expands its safety expertise 
to the general public via its 
first aid/CPR Continuing Ed¬ 
ucation course. 

Jocelyn Connolly is the 
training co-ordinator over¬ 
seeing the course. 

“We offer both emer¬ 
gency first aid and CPR, 
which is a one-day course, 
and we offer standard first- 
aid and CPR, which is a two- 
day course,” she says. 

Many of the students are 
NSCC students, or would-be 
students, who require the 
course as a prerequisite to 
entering their program. 

“We also get people from 
the general public, from 
business and industry, who 
require it for their worlc-

place health and safety reg¬ 
ulations. New parents take 
the course for CPR and look¬ 
ing after small children,” 
she says. “Generally, the 
courses cover emergency 
scene management.” 

That presumes the first- 
aider is first on the scene 
and may have to deal with 
shock, unconsciousness, 
choking, cardio-vascular 
emergencies, bleeding and 
CPR. The second day goes 
into bone and joint in¬ 
juries, chest injuries, 
wound care, burns and 


heat and cold injuries. 

Connolly says the train¬ 
ing is not only a good idea, 
but is in fact required for 
workplaces with more than 
20 people per shift. It makes 
students safer and also 
more employable. 

Robert Sampson, curricu¬ 
lum consultant, trades, cen¬ 
tral office at NSCC, says 
working in the trades re¬ 
quires extra vigilance to en¬ 
sure safety. 

“We try to prepare our 
students for the ‘real 
world,”’ he says. “We are 


constantly reinforcing safe¬ 
ty-” 

Casual errors, like leaving 
braces off when building 
scaffolding because a post is 
in the way, can lead to seri¬ 
ous injury or even death. 

“We teach them simple 
things because people get 
hurt when they make stu¬ 
pid mistakes,” he says. 
“When we’re working in 
our shop or our compound 
outside, if there’s an inci¬ 
dent, a situation where 
somebody could have been 
injured, but wasn’t, it’s like 
the iceberg. What’s sticking 
out of the water is the acci¬ 
dents, but the close calls are 
the huge mass underneath.” 

To learn the easy way, 
they hold “tool box” meet¬ 
ings after every near-miss to 
analyze what went wrong 
and what could be done dif¬ 
ferently in the future. 
Sampson says these are 
class meetings so that 
everyone can learn from 
each other’s mistakes. 

“All accidents are prevent¬ 
able,” he says.

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Schools prep for H 1 N 1 flu 


As students stock up on 
school supplies and get 
ready to hit the books this 
fall, post-secondary insti¬ 
tutions are making prepa¬ 
rations of their own, fine- 
tuning their action plans 
in the event that H1N1 flu 
cases surface on campus. 

The Public Health 
Agency of Canada says that 
under the Canadian Pan¬ 
demic Influenza Plan, all 
large institutions — includ¬ 
ing colleges and universi¬ 
ties — are encouraged to 
have pandemic prepared¬ 
ness plans. 

But when it comes to 
emergency planning, uni¬ 
versities are hardly starting 
from scratch. In fact, many 
are tailoring existing 
strategies to address a po¬ 
tential flu outbreak and the 
possible ripple effects that 
could have an impact. 

Both MontreaPs McGill 
University and Simon Fras¬ 


er University in British Co¬ 
lumbia had much of their 
planning done to address 
another strain of flu — 
H5N1, or avian flu. 

Dr. Pierre-Paul Tellier, di¬ 
rector of student health 
services at McGill, said the 
university has been much 
more active since the H1N1 
epidemic was observed in 
Mexico this past spring and 
later declared a pandemic. 

Tellier said there are 
weekly planning meetings 
involving individuals repre¬ 
senting various groups in¬ 
cluding human resources, 
student representatives 
and communications staff. 

They are preparing docu¬ 
ments to go out to students 
arriving in residence 
telling them what to do if 
there is an issue surround¬ 
ing H1N1, how to take care 
of themselves and where to 
seek care. In addition, a 
website is being developed 


to provide information. 

“The worst part of any of 
these health crises is not 
the disease itself,” said Tel¬ 
lier. “It’s really dealing 
with the population 
around who become very 
anxious and very stressed 
and that you have to ... con¬ 
stantly clear up issues and 
matters on an ongoing ba¬ 
sis, and that’s where a lot 
of your energy is spent.” 

Apollonia Cifarelli, direc¬ 
tor of environmental 
health and safety at Simon 
Fraser University, said edu¬ 
cating people on infection 
control has been their pri¬ 
mary focus. 

In addition to spreading 
the word about sneezing 
etiquette and proper hy¬ 
giene techniques, they are 
encouraging faculty to do 
the same by providing in¬ 
formation to students and 
making them aware of 
health services on campus.

“People are infectious 
two days before they show 
symptoms, so quarantining 
people is really not going 
to do a heck of a lot,” she 
said from Burnaby, B.C. 

“We are reminding peo¬ 
ple this is really, in essence, 
this is the flu — it’s the sea¬ 
sonal flu,” she added. “The 
main difference is that we 
have no vaccine for this flu 
at this point in time.”

SMU workshop explores multi-generational workplaces

Today’s management teams 
are confronted with a 
group of business chal¬ 
lenges that are unique to 
this generation. For the 
first time in history, three 
generations (and in some 
rare instances, four genera¬ 
tions) are employed within 
the same company. 

Shaped by their environ¬ 
ment, every generation has 
its unique work ethic and 
priority values. One of the 
areas contributing to this 
divide is the rise of technol¬ 
ogy. From the time the first 
television appeared in 


1929, to now, the exponen¬ 
tial growth of technology 
has changed the way we 
communicate, seek out in¬ 
formation and learn. 

Communication has al¬ 
ways been challenging. 
However, in the past few 
years it has become a prior¬ 
ity for many managers and 
business leaders, who are 
witnessing a divide in the 
workplace. Each generation 
has their own way to work, 
their own motivations and 
their own preferred way to 
communicate. With several 
differing values, opinions 
and work styles, employers 
are looking for ways to in¬ 
crease effectiveness and ef¬ 
ficiency in the workplace.

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Big night for Daytime Emmys 


Future of television a hot topic on red carpet at award show 


It was pushing 37 C as nom¬ 
inees made their way 
down the red carpet before 
entering the restored — 
and gloriously air- 
conditioned — Orpheum 
Theatre in Los Angeles for 
the 36th annual Emmy 
Awards. 

“I feel like a roast chick¬ 
en,” noted a glistening Emi¬ 
ly O’Brien, nominee as out¬ 
standing younger actress in 
a drama series for The 
Young and the Restless. 
“This is like an oven,” she 
said. “I’m almost done.” 

A bit of heat is one thing 
daytime television’s long¬ 
time mainstay, the soap 
opera, could use these 
days. Overall viewership 
has been declining and 
CBS’ Guiding Light leaves 


the airwaves in mid-Sep¬ 
tember after 72 years of 
production, first on radio, 
then on TV. 

The future of daytime tel¬ 
evision was on the minds 
of many attendees. 

“Daytime television has 
been evolving,” observed 
Canadian ex-pat Alex Tre- 
bek, who was nominated 
as outstanding game show 
host for Jeopardy! 

“Talk shows are still 
great... I look around here 
and I see Dr. Phil is here, 
Montel (Williams) is here 
and Ellen (DeGeneres) is 
going to be here. These are 
all very successful daytime 
talk shows.” 

Those include The Tyra 
Banks Show, which took 
home the Emmy for out¬ 


standing talk show — in¬ 
formative for the second 
year in a row. “You’ve got 
to move and I’ve totally re¬ 
done my show from skin 
and guts — how it looks, 
feels all the way down to 
content, because of the 
changing generation,” 
Banks said. 

Soap-opera veteran Su¬ 
san Lucci said fans should¬ 
n’t take the cancellation of 
Guiding Light as a sign the 
entire daytime-drama 
genre is in trouble. 

“I think it’s like night¬ 
time TV. Just because one 
show gets cancelled 
doesn’t mean nighttime TV 
is out the window.

Children to L.A., they want¬ 
ed to expand not contract. 
So I think our situation is a 
very, very positive one.” 

The carpet was crammed 
with actors from Guiding 
Light, who gathered for a 
telecast tribute to their 
show. But veteran Light ac¬ 
tor Robert Newman said 
he’s heard nothing. “And, 
you know, I’m going to be 
moving forward with my 
life and career as if it is 
over,” he added. “If some¬ 
thing happens, that’s fan¬ 
tastic and I’ll deal with that 
when it comes along. But it 
has been a lot of years, and 
maybe sometimes things 
just have to move on.”
